Twombly, now dead, was a prominent finan-

ter in 1904, head of the Sulphur Trst and di-
rector in some forty-six corporations.  He rep-
resented the Vanderbilt interestg; married Wil-
liam K. Vanderbilt's sister and was interested
in “taking care of” Chauncey Depew.  Twom-
hlv's direct interest in helping along the cam-
paign fund has been stated to have been due to
hix sulphur company, the trust owning vast heds
in Louixiana and therefore averse to having the
high tariff on foreign sulphur cut hy Congress.

On October R, 1904, Twombly and Henry Clay
Frick, railroad owner and magnate,
lunched with Col. Roosevelt at the White House.
